John Terry Hughe*, late of Sydney, gentle- 
man, waa indicted for that he, neretofnre and 
alict the 1-t day o( February, 1812, to wit, on 
the "|li day of SuptejnW, 1813, at Wydury, in 
tlte colony of New South Wales, he peine in- 
■ o! rent, within the waning of the Act oil he 
Oovemor and l^gialative Council uf New 
Soulll Wales, intituled an Aft for givinc relief 
to insolvent dcbtori, and providing tor the due 
collection, adrjsiniatriiijDn, and distribution of 
Injtolvciit Evtates, within llie colony of New 
South Wales, and for the prevention uf tnudi 
reipertirig the nam.-, — did un tho tsth day of 
February, 1H.U, with force and anna, at Syd- 
ney jitorrtaiLid, unlais fully, wilfully, and fraudu- 
lently, and with intent to defraud lha credi- 
ton of the .aid John Terry Hugher, embealle, 
conceal, retain, and remove, rcrtsin cattle, 10 
tho value of forty shilling* and upwards,— to 
wit, of the value of £1000 sterling ; the said 
cattle being then and there pari of the estate 
and effect! of the aaid John Terry Hughe*,— 
contrary to the form of the said Act of the 
Governor and loogialatlv* Council in nuch caae 
made and provided, and agaiuiit the peace of 
the Queen, her crown, and dignity. A aecond 
count charged the piinoner with embetaline, 
co men ling, retaining, and removing, certain 
other cattle, to the value of £10 and up- 
ward*. 

To this IrdOttnatiun the defendant pleaded 
not gudty. 

The Koliei tor -General, aaaiatidby Mr.Fiaher, 
appeared for th* prtjMeutt.iu ; Mr. R. Jcduiaon, 
morney . Mt, Lowe, a* esunael tor the de- 
fence ; Utenhouae and Hardy, attorney*. 

The 8oLHTroa-Ua»inil stated the ease to 
the Jury.

Tlii* Act waa pained for two purposci ; lit, 
and eluedy, no doubt, to enable thoae who had 
without fraud or duhoncaty become unfor tu- 
rrately involved in debt, to extricate thesuslvet 
from auch a ponit ion . Formerly the Law waa 
vary hard agatnat debton, who ware sul.j ee ted 
to interminable imprisonnienl ; but in later 
time*, aa aociety became more ardlghtened.and 
it wai found that penon* might by untore*eea 
einunutniiee* become involved, without the 
ahadirw of miaeonduct attaehing to them, it 
waa judged uuwiae to subject a man to irnpri- 
sonment for ever,— but to relieve him at unei 
from engagements it wa* unpoaaihle ha should 
f»l9', and dl .whim, to Wirnntntc ugain afnah. 
1'he cffi-ct <rf this alterati.in in the lawliad been 
no doubt highly bencBi-lil | but in order 
to *vjU1 riimarlf uf the crral boon it held om, 
it wai nrccaaary Ouit Ihr inaolrcnt should 
empty with certain t-aidilkn*, with reapeei 
to tli* claim* of hi* emdilors. one of which 
was th* turrcrider of hi* whole property anil 
cattle tot their use and br « lit. In ttta an- 
ient caae they would to man Led to judge from 
the derpnaitinnt whether the defendant had, or 
had not, complied with the** condltioiia, and 
they would return their Verdict *eoordin|rly. 
Although the dVpcautiona taken at the Police 
Office were very voluralinous, and involved 
ae t or til diatinct eliatgea, the prevent caae wa* 
redely eonntied to the removal of certain cattle 
alleged to helrma; to the defendant from a place 
called Allium Park, alter the aequestrarion of 
tha defendant, and without the privity and oon- 
ernl of theirustee*. There wen two oniutta 
in the indictment, but these wet* drawn up 
only a* matter of lurm, tho whole offence 
being limply nne trniuisi tion, The principal 
witnta* in reference lo (hi. transaction would 
to ono Dunran llcMaou, formerly in 
the employ til tin defendant at Albion Park. 
II* would admit at >urung, that tbil wdtoea* 
would corn* beton them subject to mueh taint 
and nupicion : tor though he did not stand in 
the pomtioa of an actus! approver, still he was 
SO mixed Ub with lha tranaaolion r that hi* evi- 
dence ooold not to regarded aa the evidence of 
a (UauTttareeted witbeaa. There waa, however, 
ana main distinction between thi* man and an 
ordinary approver, a* ha era* under no r'targr, 
and had nothing to exempt himaelf froea. 
There had been eome dispute about wage* be-

Tlie 
estate of Mr, Hughe* wa* aequeatrated on the 
7ih September, 1*1*., and all hi. earate then 
become ve.titl in his ttuatees, Messn. Dawes, 
Smart, and John Walker. After this hs 
had no right whntever to dilpevc of 
any property belonging to Lim except by 
the order or pernuuuuon of hit Irtulecs: and 
yet it could be prurcd that on this -'th Sep. 
temtjet, IHlt, defendnnt look upon himaelf to 
toad over to Ben nun leven bend of cattle at 
Albion I'atk in payment of hi* wige*. and alia 
authotiiing him to t*ke sixteen head in pay- 
ment of the watt.™ of hi* aiatrT. Ua did not 
charge him with ttiil aa an offence, aa the in- 
formation did nol refer to those particular 
tranarrcrion* 1 bill he merely mentioned it aa a 
proof how anxious was Mr. Hughe* tt» place 
the witneis lfcatson in a situation of jeopardy., 
in order that be alight afterward* to ready to 
bind himaelf to any th ing tha defendant might 
propose. It would be seen that when after 
thi* tbc itu. tee* wrote lo Beataon far an ac- 
count of the cat tie commit lad to hi* charge, 
that uuteadiif furnishing It, Brwton came to 
Sydney and aiw Mr. and Mn, Hughes, and 
that an arrangement wu made between them, 
by which It wa* agreed that Beataon *hould 
nol attend to the itutrucliona of the trustee* in 
refetenee to the property, but to those of Mr. 
and Mn. Hughta. By Ihii igreemcnt it wan 
tvrringed that Ueatinn .hnuLd furnish the trus- 
tees with a false relbm of the cattle, a copy of 
which wa* written out bv Hughe.^and handed 
to Beattou to take up with him. By thia false 
return the cattle were aaid to muiter SOU head 
lea* than they really did f and not only wa* 
the number- short, but there vta ua mention 
made of two imported bulls amongst thesu, 
which were valued by the defendant at £300 or 
£100. From whatever cause tbil eircuiwttric* 
aioac, ii undoubtedly showed great neglect on 
the part of the deftotannt ; but when they came 
tu hear Ihe eridenor, it would to fur them to 
uy whether the object of meb neglect wa* to 
dcfiautl his creditor* or not. The turtle were 
advertised tot sale, the advertisements Haling 
there would he about ISO or 1B0 head, cortci- 
bnnding curtly with the false return made Out 
Let ween Hughe* and Beatson, and there waa 
no mention of tlie importod bulla m*de in it. 



lie should be enabled to .how them that before 
the ijtle took place the defendant caused 
the cattle to to removed. The object of thia 
removal, and tlie absence of any mention of the 
Iluttiam bulls, was evidently and designedly 
Ihe depreeintion of the cattle : the bu?ls alone, 
according to Huthes't own valuation, baring 
worth as much a* Mn. Hughn gave tor the 
whulo of tlie i little when ihe purchased them. 
These point* of tho cue would not to iiu- 
tained un the evidence of Duhcan lientson 
lion*, but b^ o variety of wltneaiea who could 
have no object in concealing the truth. No 
doubt that tho fraudulent removal oc- 
curred a lung lime before Beataon made 
any dinclosure, mid there had aince 
been delays. It had been taken lo 
Ihe police olHes, but the mi^nst-rate* were 
doubtful whether they had power to deal with 
the caae. B) thenu and other delays no doubt 
the liofcildnnt had unavoidably been put to 
great personal inconvenience and expense, but 
n ir mHction* *o exien*ive a* titoee in which 
Mr, Hughe* had been engaged, it wai difficult 
lo lift nut thane which might to colourable and 
diilKtneal. In th* present instance the Jury 
would only tare to consider whether the 
charge laid in the indictment wai made out.

They had been accustomed in 
bush service, particularly "lit lie Joe jluivnrd," 
tha kid. r. who wjb much respected in tho 
force. On arriving at ] rfiunce^ton, they learnt 
thai the huahranRera liad com milled eevrrai 
depredations m lie 1'urt Sorell district, hiving 
ci.tamilU-d rolibcries it Mr. Moore's puWie- 
houae, Mr. l'arelue'i reaidenct-, and mh,r 
place*.
